London, June 12—The suicide epi- 


demic which began in Derby week con • 
tinue's, and the increase in the number 
of cases is far in excess of the corres 
ponding period of any previous years 
or even the July and August records 
which are usually the heaviest. In less 
than three weeks' coroners' inquests 
have shown .undoubted suicide in 100 
cases and supposed suicide amounting 
to another hundred cases. 


One coroner held thirty inquests last 


week 
and another 
eighteen. 
The 


Thames alone accounts.for thirty bodies 
in^three weeks, and the other -deaths 
were traceable to revolvers, poisons and 
razors. The straage feature of the epi- 
demic is the obscure motive in a large 
majority of cases.

AWFUL SLAUGHTER OF FAMILY 


Four Killed and Three Wounded bj a 


Hired Man. 


' Moosemin, -Assiniboiu, June 12.—A 
sheriff's posse which returned here 
last night from Welwyn, a village 
twelve miles to the north; brings de- 
tails of the slaughtering of Postmas- 
ter Alexander McArthur and 
four 


other members of his family, the fatal 
wounding of another and the serious 
wounding of two others, by John Mor- 
rison, 
McArthur's hired man. The 


dead are: Alexander McArthur, fa- 
ther; Mrs. Alexander McArthur, moth- 
er; 
Dempsey McArthur, age twelve; 


Charles McAi-thur, age eight; Russell 
McArthur, age feu*. The wounded: 
Mamie McArthur, age six; Henry Mc- 
Arthrr, *ge two; Baby McArthur, age 
three weeks; fatally. 


Miss McArthur, who was spared by 


the murderer, is the only one able to 
give anything resembling a. coherent 
account of the tragedy. She says Mor- 
rison came to her room, and, awaken- 
ing her from her sleep, said he had 
killed all the family but little Russell 
and herself, and that he would kill 
Russell but spare her. .He then grasp- 
ed Russell, who was in bed with her, 
and butchered him with an ax. Mor- 
rison then rushed from the house, say- 
ing he was going to shoot himself. 
The girl staggered into the 
other 


rooms of the house to find that Mor- 
rison had killed four other members of 
the family with an ax.> Three others 
were wounded and left for dead. With 
some difficulty she reached a neigh- 
bor's house, and told the story. Men 
set out on the trail of. the murderer. 
He was found during the evening, 
bleeding from a wound in the chest, 
which he said he had inflicted with a 
gun after leaving the McArthur house.

Other Proceedings. 


At a regular meeting of the common 


council held last evening. The Jfinance 
committee reported favorably on the 
recommendation of the board of educa- 
tion to build a §2,000 school house in 
Spring Brook on lot No. 1, Conger's ad- 
dition, donated by Hon. John Thorough 
good for school purposes.

Maybe you have served in the ranks 


and know all about it; bnt, if not, let 
me tell you that war develops strange 
things in men. In a company of 100 
men you will find more love, romance 
and sorrow than you would bear of 
among 1,000 men at home. It was a 
comrade's pleasure and duty to share 
these things with a comrade. At home 
a man would not have talked of his 
love, his hopes and fears even to a 
brother. Down there iu'the enemy's 
country, in lint or tent or lying under 
the same blanket after the day's light 
or march, man turned to man and whis- 
pered his secrets. It was because wo 
inarched together, fought together, ate 
together and the shadow of death cov- 
ered us all alike. 


You like n man who has shared your 


hardships; you love him when he has 
shared your dangers. So it was that 
one might sit down with the company 


. roster before him nud tell of those who 
had left ,\vivos behind them, and those 
•who had left sweethearts, and those 
•who had found correspondents and 
were mingling romance with war. " 


It was known, as if it were a family 


matter, that the orderly sergeant's wife 
had died since he left home, leaving 
tour children motherless; that Private 
Hayes had quarreled with his sweet- 
heart; that Corporal Johnson's farm 
was going to rack aud ruin since he en- 
listed. We heard these things and a 
thousand others, and we stood always 
ready to congratulate or sympathize 
•with each other. I have known the big 
sergeant to come rushing Into a winter 
hut occupied by six men and wake 
them all up that he might read a letter 
from home telling that the baby actu- 
ally had taken three whole steps all by 
himself. We were men as to war, wo- 
men as 1o gossip, children as to trifles. 


It was so with all of Company G ex- 


cept in one single Instance. 
Trooper 


Haskins was a stranger among | us 
•when he enlisted. He continued to be 
a stranger to his last hour. When we 
sized him up, as men size up each oth- 
er, we knew that he had some secret In 
his life which he did not care to lay 
bare to the world. 'One could see, by 
the stoop of his shoulders, by the look 
. in his eyes and by the wrinkles on his 
face that be had been hard hit and 
•would suffer to the end. 
. As men 'we respected his secret and 
praised his courage in bearing up un- 
der his sorrows, but ns soldiers we felt 
that his lack of confidence In us was 
an imputation. We stood ready to con- 
dole and sympathize, but he kept us at 
arm's length. We felt sorry for him at 
first that he received no letters—that 
there was not one single person In all 
the world to write a word of cheer—but 
his careless indifference soon provoked 
our indignation. We gave each other 
the gossip of country nud village as we 
marched; we read each other's letters 
as we smoked at the campfire; we 
.whispered our confidences in the dark- 
ness—ail except Private Haskins. He 
had no friend. He had a comrade, but 
only in the sense that hq shared the 
same fly tent and the' same rations. 
When the comrade had failed to dis- 
cover whether Haskius was married or 
single, divorced or a bachelor, a man 
who had iwen deeply wronged or a 
cynic—whan he could get nothing what- 
ever from him as-to bis past—ho turned 
away from him and said to us:

Dn his part 
he must have felt that no words of 
sympathy from us could have made his 
case better, or he would have "chum- 
med up" and been one of us. 


By and by, after two or three bat- 


tles, strange whispers wore circulated 
about regarding Private Haskius. He 
courted death. He had gone down into 
the fray with chut teeth and flashing 


eyes and taken such chances that he 
was called * devil on one band and a 
fool on th» other. 


Men who watched him closely denied 


that he was looking for promotion or a 
record. He was seeking to end it all 
on the battlefield.. There was nothing 
more in life for him, and it would be 
better to die with saber in hand than 
to snuff out his ow'n life like a coward. 
Our respect for the man increased, but 
yet he was still outlawed and we still 
carried a feeling of resentment against 
him.

We whispered to each other that he 


was a hero, deserving of a medal of 
gold, and we esteemed and exalted 
him, but the circle did not open to let 
him in. He was not of us—he had not 
been for a year—and no act of his in 
battle could make him so. He knew It 
as well as wo did, and he made no ad- 
vance. He had our respect and admi- 
ration in the fullest, but he did not 
have and did not wish for our com- 
radeship and sympathy. We knew that 
there are things which must lie buried 
In the human bosom -forever and ever, 
no matter what the cost, but yet we re- 
sented it when our sympathy was re- 
fused. 


It was two weeks after our fight 


when I was detailed on vedette duty 
with Private Haskius. 
We were to 


take the post together. In the winter 
camp behind ns there was the hum of 
preparation for the spring campaign. 
In the quarters of the enemy, a dozen 
miles away, there was the same excite- 
ment. We rode to .a post on the high- 
way and dismounted under a tree. I 
remember that the sun shone warm, 
the buds were starting, and here and 
there a robin was raising his glad song. 
.Little was said between us, and by 
and by Private Haskins fell Into one 
of his moods.

Col. Crawford was an intimate friend 


of G-eorge Washington and a promi- 
nent figure in the American revolu- 
tionary war. 
In 1782, when the In- 


dians of these parts were massacring 
the unprotected white settlers and the 
latter had made a call for military 
protection, an expedition was organiz- 
.ed in Pennsylvania and placed under 
the command of Col. Crawford. June

Town, a few miles southeast of here, 
but not an Indian was to be seen. The 
command proceeded to this place and 
continued two miles north, where the 
following day the memorable battle of 
Battle Island 
occurred.

the guides, were missing.

Col.. Crawford was fiendishly tortured 
and burned at Jhe^ stake.
